1 oMr. Edkins. We had an 
pexample during a recent typhoon 
Ste the contrary. Once a captain 
goes to his ship, he is cut off 
from the land, for the period of 
athe typhoon. One of ourcaptains. 
rang up the Observatory and 
tasked for information and ‘the 
‘reply he gut wax “[ am going to 
jcbange the signals, watch the 
signals.” Obviously the Director 
knew then what the position was. 

Mr. Fleteher: [Ef sou would 
put forward a complaint it 
would be éasier to have 
things satisfactorily arranged. 
Mr. Fletcher added that it 
seemed to. him it sught. to 
he possible to devise some method 
-of broadcasting continously 
throughout typhoon weather, so 
that a captain could pick up 
signals. He had only to obtain « re- 
ceiving set. He (Mr. Fletcher) was 
attending a triatat the Telegraph 
office tosee how far that kind of 
thing was feasible. He thought 
advance might be made on these 
lines, for. example in calling for 
help from a tug like the * Henry 
Keswick.” Such a method could 
also be adopted to lite saving, and 
might’be centred at the Harbour 
Office.” ~ o noe

THE OBSERVATORY 
-CRITICISED. 


‘Mr. Sutherland remarked thst 
certain regrettable incidents had 
‘occurted. Shipping people were 
not in a position to criticise 
meteorological experts nor was 
there any desizeikdrse. But ic 
was felt that the weakness: was 

e way in which the Obeervatory 
staff used their skill on bebalf of 
the Colony. Incidents, had oc- 
curred which were absolutely 
appalling. There was the 
case when, because they did not 
know where the typhoon was, 
they took the signal down. In 
another case, the wrong signal 
was exhibited and the other day, 
after the typhoon of August 18th. 
the black cross was kept up a 
great deal longer than was 
necessary and atatime when the 
Colony naving been devastated 
ani ships driven ashore it was 
necessary to have every craft out 
as soon as soxsible. He tele- 
phoned to the Observatory, being 
desirous of getting launches cut 
to go to the “Loongsang.” and 
asked why the black cross wasstill 
showing. The answer he received 
was ‘Because the halyards have 
jambed.” He (Mr Sutherland) 
agked: “Can't you send upa man 
and cut jt down?” and the answer 
was “I will see what can be done.” 
This in-a timo ofcrisis with 22 
ships ashore! It was not until 4 
o'clock or later that the signal 
was removed. — : 

Mr. Fletcher: Mr. Sutherland 
brought that incident to my, 
notice and I enquired of Mr. 
Claxton. He said he did rot 
think it safe to take down the 
signal before 2.50 p.m., and then 
he added what Mr. Sutherland 
had said. I have sent a minute 
on-the subject to Mr, Sutherland. 

Mr. Sutherland: There seems 
to be a weakness between the 
Director and the man who ectual- 
ly works the signals. It is a ques- 
tion whether there is any room 
fora sort of Yeoman of Signals. 

Mr. Fletchor suggested that at 
the Observatory Mast the only 
need wasa coolie to hoist up a 
signal as directed. . 

Capt. Riggs mentioned that the 

staff at Holt’s Wharf had often

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


The' Chairman: The wireless 
facilities of the Colony are most 
unsatisfactory, and -we shal! be 
glad to learn what improvements 
are to be expected, and when. 
There is one aspect of this matter 
I would like to refer to, and that 
is. communication with Canton. 
With the ordinary cable’ not 
working and wireless through the 
Chinese receiving system ex- 
tremely ine ficient and expensive, 
we are practically cut off from 
telegraphic communication. Ame- 
rican nationals receive good 
service through the wireless of 
their warships, whereas we have 
no such facilities. What is the 
difficulty with regard to our ships 
and cannot this be remedied? If 
itis e question of shortage of staff. 
surely,this could be reetified? 


The Hon. Mr. Holyoak: If 
I may illustrate the necessity 
for doing something in con- 
nection with the Canton wireless 
and telegrapb system, yesterday 
the: first wens of the - Japanese: 
disaster wis paged -by wireless 
to Centon b¥ aSP American” gun- 
boat. This led to very extensive 
buying of silk by Americans. 
British nationals had no informa- 


}tion whatever as tothe extent of 


the cisaster nortould they com- 
municate with Canton. so that 
the main part of the buying was 
done by the Americans. British 
merchants submit that they ought 
not to be put in that position. In- 
formation was suppliee entirely 
through the American gunboat. 
Mr. Edkins, Some messages 
are accepted and sent by our 
Naval Authorities, but I believe 
they are limited owinz to the 
smallness of the staf. =~ 


+ Lieut. Beauchamp: There is 

only one operator ir the gunboat 
and messages can only be passed 
at the time that he is on duty. 
. The Hon. Mr. Holyoak: Is there 
no arrangement by which-a mess- 
age despatched through the Post 
Office would be received and pass- 
ed on by a British gunboat? 

Lieut. Beauchamp: 
transmitted from hereat any time 
bat it can only be received by the 
Canton gunboat when the man is 
on duty. 

My. Fletcher remarked that tHe 
Chamber wrote on 20th. March 
forwarding a letter from the 
Chamber of Commerce in Canton. 
He had made arrangements with 
the Commodore for messages to 
be sent. The Canton Chamber, 
however, approached the British 
Consul. General,’ who took a 
different view on. account of the 
difficulty that would arise if 
application were made for similar 
facilities for other nationals. 

After further discussion, Mr. 
Fletcher suggested that the Hong- 
kong, Canton & Macao Steam- 
boat Co. might assist by install- 
ing wireless, which would always 
be.useful to the Gompany itself. 

The Hon. Mr. Hotyoak said he 
was sure the Company would 
always be willing to discuss any- 
thing practicable. |

REMARKABLE TUBE RAILWAY INCIDENT. 


So London, Nov. 28. 

A grave dissster was narrowly ‘averted on the City and South

Simple Sexometer Which 
Never Errs. 


Results startling in their 
saecess have been achieved by a 
primitive form of sexometer used 
in the Zoo insect house says a 
writer in a Home paper. 

The device is merely a gold 
ring-wied 10 a single strand of

In the 
summary of recent discussions 
between the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Government which 
we publish to-day that point is 
very forcibly illustrated.
